5 LOSE LIVES 
IN VIRGINIA 
PLANE CRASH 
Ship Plummets to Golf 
Course at Marion 
After Attempted 
Take-Off. 


Marion, Va., Oct. 26 (AP)—Five 
persons were killed when an air­ 
plane crashed on the Marion golf 
course at 5:30 p. rn. Sunday. 
They were: 
William T. 
Mitchell, 
30. owner 
and pilot of the plane, Bluefield, 
West Virginia. 
Charles M. Hendry, 40, of Marion, 
Virginia. 
Mr. and Mrs. F. A. Chappell, of 
Welch, West Virginia. 
R. B. Tidewell, 30, of Bluefield. 
West Virginia. 
AU met death instantly except 
Tidewell, who died about an hour 
after the accident in the Abington 
hospital. 
Took Off for Bluefield 
Smyth county officials who in­ 
vestigated the tragedy said Mitchell 
and his party, after spending the 
day here with Hendry, took off for 


Bluefield with the intention of hav­ 
ing dinner there. 
“He was flying low over the golf 
course,” Dr. W. H. 
McCarty 
told 
Coroner 
E. A. Holmes and Ralph 
Lincoln, commonwealth’s attorney, 
“so low that I tried to yell that he 
would not make a high hill just 
ahead.” 
Doctor McCarty and other wit­ 
nesses said that the pilot apparent­ 
ly thought he could safely fly over 
the hill until he almost reached it, 
when he “gave the plane the gun 
and it nosed almost 
straight up­ 
ward.” 
Motor Seemed to Stall 
The investigators were told that 
the ship’s motor then appeared to 
stall and the plane hurtled nose 
first into the hillside. 
The propeller 
struck 
first, im­ 
bedding itself in the ground to the 
depth of several inches. 
Tile ship 
bounced a short distance, the motor 
ripping through the fuselage. The 
plane was demolished, but did not 
burn. 
C o r o n e r 
Holmes 
said 
Mitchell, known as one of the ablest 
pilots in this region, had cut off the 
ignition. 
Tile bodies were taken to an un­ 
dertaking establishment pending in­ 
structions from relatives.
